FOR FORGERY 


Leo T. Nace. East Berlin R. D., 


who was found guilty on a forgery 
charge in the January term of court, 
was sentenced to from one to two 
years in Eastern penitentiary by 
the court this morning. Nace had 
appeared previously but sentence 
was postponed at that time because 
record of his previous incarcera- 
tions in prisons of the state were 
not at hand. 


in sentencing Nace Judge w. C. 


Sheely pointed out that the de- 
fendant had been in the Western 
penitentiary for three* years and 
had spent a year in the Franklin 
count}' prison before being brought 
here to face trial on the forgery 
charge. He had been sentenced to 
the other prisons on similar charges^ 


"Ordinarily where a man has 


spent so much time hi prison we are 
inclined to suspend sentence," the 
court told Nace, "but in view of 
your attitude as shown during your 
trial here It seems you have not 
learned your lesson yet." The sen- 
tence will begin with the date he 
was brought to the Adams county 
jail from Chambersburg. He must 
also pay a fine of $5 and costs.

About ten years ago he 


opened Mitchell's tap room which 
he operated wifn his restaurant. 


It was a by-word among "men of 


the road," the needy and the unfor- 
tunate that "you'll never be refused 
a meal at Mitchell's." Untold num- 
bers of individuals have been served 
free meals by the deceased. He had 
a reputation of never having turned 
anyone away.

Britons made "successful local attacks" in the beach battle 


below Rome where the reinforced Fifth Army has regained 
the initiative, and Americans advanced 200 yards in the 
house-by-house reduction of Cassino, Allied headquarters an- 
nounced today. 


Air power struck at German installations around the 


Anzio battlefield and about Cassino as lifting weather permit- 
ted 800 sorties Sunday. For the moment at least, the impact 
of the massive German counterattack had been blunted but 
the Germans probably were reforming for an even more 
violent attempt to push the Allies into the sea. 


Germans Bomb Another Hospital 


The Germans bombed another hospital on the beach, caus- 


ing casualties. ,More than 2,000 Nazis filled prison cages 
below Rome. Headquarters declared the over-all situation 
"generally satisfactory." The British are at the western end 
of the beachhead. Nothing was said officially of the Amer- 
icans around Cisterna. 


The extent to1 which the tide of battle had swung in Allied 


favor was implicit in German utterances. Via Stockholm, the 
Nazis said a heavy Allied offensive is expected shortly in the 
intensifying battle. The report said the British had regained 
the initiative around Carroceto and that the Allies have a 
great advantage in material. Radio] Rome said meekly that 
"the Germans are holding their own" although Vichy said 
the Allies had made gains. 


The Germans placed the entire Mediterranean coast of 


France under strict military control and reported a large 
Allied convoy of six transports, 60 cargo vessels, four tankers 
and assorted warships steaming in the sea past Gibraltar. 


Russian troops drove within 40 miles of Pskov, gateway to 


southern Estonia and Latvia, after clearing most of the east 
bank of Lake Peipus in a 41-mile advance which swept past 
Luga and 800 other towns.

A Worse Fate 


Little Finland is in the position 


of making peace quickly or of ac 
cepting a worse fate. The Helsink 
government fully recognizes this, as 
is indicated by extreme activity 
pointing to possible negotiations be- 
tween Finland and Moscow. 


.Significance would seem to attach 


to the fact that Dr. Juhu Paasikivi, 
who helped negotiate peace between 
Finland and Russia in 1940, has ar- 
rived unexpectedly in Stockholm, as 
have Finnish Minister of the In- 
terior Ehrenrooth and former For- 
eign Minister Erkko. Stockholm is 
a logical place for a peace parley. 


The capture of Luga ranks among 


the great victories of the Russo- 
German war. This is one of the 
keys to the turning operation that 
the Muscovites are now in process 
of carrying out against the northern 
wing of the Nazi front which now 
rests on the Baltic sea north of 
Narva in Estonia—and you'll need

Threat to Nazis 


Luga is a strategic center, lying 


half along the 150 mile stretch of 
railway between Leningrad on the 
north and the important junction 
of Pskov to the southwest. The Rus- 
sians, having raised the siege of 
Leningrad after almost two and a 
half years, have been driving south- 
ward astride the railway on a front 
of more than a hundred miles, 
stretching between Lake Ilmen and 
Lake Peipus. 


What the Soviet Army apparently 


is aiming at is to turn westward 
around the southern tip of Lake 
Peipus (or Lake Pskov, as that ex- 
tension of the lake is called) and 
head into Estonia and Latvia. This 
would cut the German line and 
threaten the northern end with de- 
struction. It also would jeopardize 
the Nazi front to the south

today by the Treasury department. 


During the 12 months ended last 


June 30, almost $57,000,000 was re- 
turned to taxpayers for taxes er- 
roneously collected.

with what the department expects 
to have to refund this year and next 
year. 


Estimated refunds for the current 


fiscal year are $386,170,000, while 
for 1945 they are expected to reach

New Lincoln Letter Thanks 
Jewish Congregation For A 
Prayer For Nation In 1862 


New York", Feb. 14 (AP)—Discov- j 


ery of a previously unpublished let- 
ter written by Abraham Lincoln to 
thank a Jewish congregation for a 
prayer for the nation and for his 
welfare was announced Saturday 
night at the annual meeting of'the 
American Jewish Historical society. 


The letter was found in the ar- 


chives of Dropsie College for Hebrew 
and Cognate Learning in Philadel- 
phia among the papers of Sabato 
Morais, author of the prayer and 
for many years Rabbi of Congrega- 
tion Mikveh Israel (Hope of Israel) 
of Philadelphia. 


The discovery was made by Habbi 


Moshe Davis, registrar and teaching 
fellow at the Jewish Theological 
Seminary of America here, who told 
of his find. 


Tluuiks for Prayer 


Addressed to A. Hart, president 


of the Philadelphia congregation, the 
letter, dated May 13, 1862. reads: 


"Permit me to acknowledge 


the receipt of your communica- 
tion of' April 23rd containing a 
copy of a prayer recently deliv- 
ered at your synogrogue, and to 
thank you heartily for your 
expressions of kindness and con- 
fidence.

On New Guinea 


Scmewbere in New Guinea, Mon- 


day, Feb. 14 (AT)—A volcano on Mt. 
Ooropu.' 138 miles east of Port 
Moresby on the Papuan peninsula or 
New Guinea, is undergoing its most 
violent eruption'in recent ycais. 


A series of rumbling explosions 


sounding like distant thunder or 
gunfire heralded the volcanic ac- 
tion last night. The sky over south- 
eastern New Guinea and out over 
the Coral Sea was thick with vol- 
canic smoke today. 


Goropu is the only active volcano
